The collision was due to hazy weath- 


er, which hid each vessel from the oth- 
er till they were upon each other. 


Captain Ball of the Walla Walla, 


who was among those brought to this 
port, reported to his company by tele- 
phone this morning, and said that the 
sailing ship, which is believed to have 
been a French vessel, displayed no 
lights. 


He says tjie Walla Walla sank within 


15 minutes of the collision. None of 
those who were rescued had time to 
save any of their possessions on the 
ship. 


A number of tugs have been sent 


from here to search for three life boats 
which put out from the ship filled with 
passengers, and which have not yet 
been reported. If they are found, the 
number of missing will be very *mall.

CARE OF THE CANARY. 


I Dernier Telia HOTV the Bird Shonld 


Be Ilaudied. 


A Sixth avenue bird dealer when asked 


aovr to care for the frail claws of the ca- 
nary said: "lu 1'sr.dUag & bird it is al- 
nays well to ube a kL!k handkvrc-hief or 
you will find after a few moments that 
the bird will ie<t limp in ibe hand. This 
is not because it is tame, but yon have 
drained its vitality by contact with the 
hand. A silk glo\e ou the baud is even 
better than the handkerchief. While the 
bird is lying ou his back iu the baud the 
claw caa be- inspected by holding it be- 
tween tho thumb and forefinger, and the 
nails can be carefully trimmed with sharp 
scissors. Care must be taken to hold the 
nail up to the light and avoid cutting 
near the little vein line tbat extend' 
some way down. If the claws are allow- 
ed to get too lonn. they will cud up and 
trip the bird and probably cause sore- 
feet. 


"To provide salt and k"cp the bill 


sharp and prevent it from becoming 100 
long a piece of cuttlefish should always be 
kept in the cage. Care must be taken- uot 
to hang a canary's cage too high, espe- 
cially in a room where the gas will be 
lighted at night, as the air in the upper 
part of the room becomes exhausted, and 
the bird is weakened. Even in summer 
weather the cage should be covered at 
nisht, as birds are sensitive to drafts. If 
a bird entches a slight cold, this can usu- 
ally be remedied by hanging a piece of 
fat pork in the cage. The bird will peck 
at it, and unless the trouble is serious the 
pork will cure it. 


"Do not have birds sleep in a lighted 


room. They are accustomed to the dark- 
ness at night. The cage, perches, etc., 
should be cleaned every morning. While 
the bird may enjoy a bath every other 
day during the summer, there is danger 
in too much bathing during the co'd 
months. Twice a week will be sufficient 
then. If a bird is not inclined to take a 
bath after the perches have been remov- 
ed and the bath put in, it shows if lie has 
been in the habit of bathing that he does 
not need it, so let the bath pass for that 
day. Under favorable conditions a cauaiy 
should live for twelve or fifteen years."— 
New York Tribune.

THE ONLY ONES UNPLEDGED 


"Round Robin" May E* Necessary 


to Straighten Out Tangled Lists- 
Taylor Looms Up as a Gubernatorial 
Candidate—Local Option a Factor 


Columbus, O., Jan. 3.—The contest be- 


tween Republican factions over the or- 
ganization of the legislature is still in 
doubt so far as the house is concerned. 
The claims of either faction would in- 
dicate that one element is confident of 
Price becoming speaker and tbe other 
of McKiunon winning, but tbe efforts 
of both show that there are "yet votes 
to get" by the one who is to become 
speaker. The list of unpledged mem- 
bers, has, however, been reduced to 
a half dozen—Crist, Pool, McNeil, Ni- 
hart, Foster and Lochery. This does 
not include many who are said to have 
pledged themselves—some in writing— 
to both Hides. These six are said to have 
knade no pledges to either side and it is 
conceded that they hold the balance of 
power. 
I Owing to the confusion over lists, 
there is ta< of a "round robin." There 
are five lists: Those pledged to Price, 
those pledged 10 McKinnon, those 
pledged to both, those still unpledged, 
and those listed as doubtful, which list 
includes those pledged to both, as well 
as those who are unpledged. 


If the caucus sliall nominate by secret 


ballot, there will be no way of verifying 
these lists even after the caucuses are 
held, and for that reason viva»voc« vot- 
ing in caucus is beins advocated. 


There was much done yesterday from 


Senator Hanna in AVasbington, Sen- 
tor Foraker in Cincinnati, Congressman 
Dick in Akron, Congressman Taylor in 
in Columbus, and others, especially at 
Toledo, wheiie Representative Denman 
Is still considered by some as doubtful.

It is claimed that the developments 


Indicate that Congies&ruan Taylor of the 
old McKinley district will likely be an 
opponent of Congressman Dick for the 
next Republican gubernatorial nomina- 
tion; that Taylor irom his home is 
working as bard for Price as Dick is 
working for McKinnon. 


The lines have been distinctly drawn 


on the old question of local option. The 
liquor association has representatives 
here for Price and the Ohio Anti-Saloon 
league for McKinnon, In the last legis- 
lature Price opposed the Clark local op- 
tion bill and McKinnon supported it, 
but there are some who voted for the 
Clark bill who are now supporting Price 
and some who opposed it who favor Mc- 
Kinnon, just as some of Hanna'sclosest 
friends are for Price for local and per- 
sonal reasons, and some of Foraker's 
friends for McKinnon, while the senior 
senator himself is actively for Price and 
the junior senator for McKinnon. 


Although Senator Wort is saidtoibel 


still in the contest for president pro- 
tern and Mr. Uhl for chief clerk of the 
senate, there does not seem to be for- 
midable opposition to Archer and Sco- 
bey for those places.

WHITE MAM'3 "BURDEN" 


A DUjraf* aa Far as ta* Congo Fn» 


Stat* U Concerned 


Loudoa, Jan. 3.—Captain Guy Bur- 


rows, whc has Just retired from the em- 
ploy of tbe Congo Free State govern- 
ment, after dii. j ears' service, declared 
In an interview yesterday with a repre- 
sentative of The Associated Press that 
the conditioaa prevailing in the Congo 
Free State are a disgrace to civilization 
and far worse than ever before. Atroci- 
ties of tbe most horrible character are 
perpetrated on the natives by officials 
and whites who have concessions of 
rubber land As a typical case of the 
Bieaus employed by the Free State gov- 
ernment Captain Burrows corroborated 
tlm statement of au American mis* 
aionary to the efTeot that the officials 
employed 500 cannibals to whom they* 
Issued rifles to "massacre and captui 
unarmed natives who bad rebelled 
against their brutal methods." 


"I have sworn testimony," said Bur- 


rows, "of the Belgians handing over na- 
tives to cannibal tribes for tbe express 
purpose of being eaten. Forced labor 
prevails every where and 'shotgun rul«* 
to the truest description of tbe present 
admin'stratlon. The companiesderrv- 
ing wealth from the collection of rubber 
are all more or less state enterprises, as 
a third or half the shares in them are 
Invariably held 
by rhe government. 


Latterly, King Leopold and tbe govern- 
ment have made some show of action 
aeainst the agents of some of the upper 
Congo companies, but only minor offi- 
cials are ever touched, and the so-called 
reforms are merely Intended to throw 
dust in the eyes of the public, whose in- 
dignation has been aroused by the 
stories of this reign of terror. While the 
present systAn for the collection of rub- 
ber and the recruiting of natives con- 
tinues the Congo Free State will remain 
a disgrace to the white man's work in 
Africa." 


Wants Old Bargain Consummated

May Not Be Sincere 


ANTI-FOREIGN AEMY COEPS 


ToOOket Those Ineliaed to B« Friend* 


ly—Independent Newspapers Sup- 
pressed—Empress 
Dowager 
and 


Yung Lu Fear Foreign Trap 


Pekin, Jan. 3.—Several recent occur- 


rences tend to discourage the hope that 
tbe dowager empress bad learned a 
lesson of reform from the events of the 
past year. Foreigners arc disposed to 
take a pessimistic'-view of the outlook. 
General Yang Lu's determination to or- 
ganize two anti-foreign army corps, to 
offset the commands of 
the pro- 


foreign Chinese leaders. Is particularly 
disquieting, and is evidence of the con- 
tinued domination of Yang Lu's iutlu- 
ence, which is bitte-ly anti-foreign. 


Other incidents considered significant 


are the suppression of the only inde- 
pendent newspapers in this city by or- 
der of the governor of Pekin and the 
closing of the industrial school here, re- 
cently organized 
by 
pblianthropia 


Chinese also by the governor's order. 
This school was intended for the train- 
Ing of destitute youths. Other liberal 
Chinese will now hesitate to give practi- 
cal vent to their theories, fearing the 
displeasure of officialdom. 


A third edict regarding the recent 


murder of a Belgian priest near Ning 
Sha Foo. in Kan Soo province, has ap- 
peared. It appoints a special official to 
punish those who are guilty of the 
crime and reaffirms the dowager em- 
press' good will towards ChrisUaus. 
This is unusual activity upon the part 
of the court in the punishing of those 
guilty of an anti-Christian outrage and 
is taken as evidence of the dowager em- 


l press' desire to conciliate the powers on 


the eve of the return of the court to the 
caa>iital. 


Proofs accumulate that Prince ChiDg's 


arguments persuaded the dowager cm- 
press to trust herself within range oC 
the legation forts. 
Officials arriving 


I here describe the dowager empress and 
| General Yung Lu as being extremely 


nervous and suspicious lest the foreign- 
ers are planning to entrap them after 
their arrival and punish them for en- 
couraging boxerism. 


The foreigners will probably view the 


court's re-entry into Pekin from the wall 
Bear the legations. 


Tbe Chinese officials 
have been 


sounded by the ministers as to whether 
they will enforce the old custom of re- 
straining foreigners from 
witnessing 


Imperial processions. The replies are 
not encourag'ng. The treaty gives the 
legations a strip of wall commanding a 
view of the gates of the imperial city 
and the members of the foreign com- 
munity are planning to assemble tl ere- 
on. It will be a great innovation. 


Russia's Hand In the Far East 


London, Jan. 3.—The Times this morn- 


Ing publishes three alleged secret docu- 
ments communicated by Dr. Ular, a 
prominent student of Chinese affairs, 
who recently returned to Europe from 
Manchuria and Mongolia, which go to 
prove the exi&lence of a bargain nego- 
tiated between the late Li Hung Chang 
and Russia. Under the terms of this 
bargain the "boxer" movement, which, 
it is hinted, was fomented by Russia, 
was to be turned against the foreigners, 
Russia engaging to protect the dow- 
nger empress against the western pow- 
ers in return for permission to occupy 
Mancburia and a very free hand In Mon- 
golia. 


A $130,000.000 
SYNDICATE 


Finds Itself Embarrassed by the Strin- 


gent Money Market 


Cleveland, Jan. 3.—Ihe financial af- 


fairs of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate, 


owning or controlling a number of ur- 
ban and inter-urban electric railways^ 
and an extensive system of local and 
long-distance telephone lines in Ohio and 
Michigan, passed into tbe control of a 
committee composed of seven bankers 
of this city yesterday. This action was 
taken, it is stated, as tbe result of tem- 
porary financial embarrassment on the 
part of tbe syndicate, which has for 
some time past been affected by the 
stringency in the money market. 


The committee chosen has been at 


work investigating the affairs of the 
syndicate and express the belief that the 
concern is solvent, and that Its embar- 
rassment will be only temporary.

TUB WHIPPING POST AGAIN 


The Adams Freeman this week com- 


merits at some length; on the recom- 
mendation by North Adams officials of 
the whipping post for wife beaters and 
family deserters, saying among other 
things: 


"We are inclined to the belief that 


such a method of punishment,, judic- 
iously administered, would certainly 
itend to decrease the crime mentioned 
and If it should finally result hi erad- 
icating It entirely, then two evils would i 
have been done away" with; for of ' 
course there would be no public whii>- 
pings if there were, no crimes com- 
mitted calling for that method of pun- 
ishment." 


There is sense In the argument that 


the 
prejudice against the whipping 


post, is no greater than that against 
the wife beating and that if one were 
made the punishment for the other this 
prejudice would be outraged only so 
long as wife beating continued. 


The question involved, however, is as 


to whether the whipping post would 
not tend by its publicity to brutalize 
the sentiments of the community with- 
out necessarily accomplishing its ob- 
ject. The only available answer to the 
question is found in the only state 
which has in recent years maintained 
the whipping post, and where, accord- 
ing to published descriptions and re- 
ports the sentiment against it has been 
growing steadily. 


CHURCH flOCIALB 


"Come as many as will to the preach- 


ing services; come, as many as will, to 
the prayer meetings; but all come to 
the social service. We need it as much, 
if not more than the prayer meeting; 
•we need it because it brings us to- 
gether and we know each other, and we 
are able to help one another, as other- 
wise we would not be capable of doing.

'the city especially and for reaching 
those who do not otherwise naturally 
look to the churches such organized so- 
cial effort is one of the most com- 
mendable forms of activity to which 
.the churches can give their attention. 


MESSAGE 


Governor Crane's inaugural address 


Is clear and to the point. 


He makes his recommendations with 


the emphasis that thorough knowledge 
•C the conditions of state government 
gives. 


The business-like aspect of his entire 


administration has been given no bet- 
ter expresion than in thla third and 
last of his annual messages to the leg- 
islature. 


Three points will command attention 


at once. Two of them are repetitions of 
what he said last year in very large 
measure, while the third was expected 
at this time. 


On the question of state economy the 


governor-is most positive. "We must 
keep the commonwealth progressive 
and liberal," he says, "but at the same 
time we must not forget that It is our 
duty to administer her affairs with a 
•crapulous regard for the strictest 
economy." He therefore urges, as he 
did lut year, that every application foy 
increased salaries be given the closest 
Investigation before it is granted. 


His views In regard to municipal leg- 


islation are, a,s he says, simply a re- 
pewAl of hU former opinion*. /That 


' 
It is to be noted, however, that in so 


doing, he takes occasion to commend 
the work that ths more important oi 
them are doing. Among the offices 
which he recommends as flt targets of 
extinguishing action is that of the 
state fire marshal. This office has been 
brought to the attention of every com- 
munity in the state through its depu- 
ties, and there is in recent years hard- 
Jy a case in western 
Massachusetts 


where it has accomplished the least 
good to justify its existence. 


The governor has shown in his posi- 


tion on this question that he has 
studied the conditions and needs of the 
various departments of state adminis- 
tration, and while recognizing1 the good 
in the system of commissions, he has 
been quick to point out the abuses of 
that sytem which have made of it a 
topic of mirth in the state. 


In line with this, is his recommenda- 


tion in regard to the cutting down of 
the state records and reports. There 
has of late years been some effort made 
to keep out of the public reports much 
that was of no earthly importance, but 
which had by a growing custom, been 
included. Far too little has been done 
in this direction, however. 


In several other instances the ad- 


dress follows very closely the lines of 
former addresses, which were in them- 
selves models, and on the whole, the 
present address may be said to be typ- 
ical of Governor Crane's administra- 
tion, and a safe guide for legislation.

Especially Children 


Evelyn Langlois, a little French girl 


9 years old, daughter of Mrs. Joseph 
Elliot of Ryan lane, was painfully in- 
jured in front of the new Dowlin block 
on Main street this morning, her right 
leg being broken below the knee and 
her side injured. She was coming home 
from school about 11.30 o'clock, and 
walked in-side the high board fence put 
up by the contractors as a protection 
to the public during the construction Of 
the building. Just as the little girl was 
passing, a team backed up forcibly 
against one of the large gates used to 
close the passage at night, which was 
leaning against the fence. The heavy 
gate toppled over and the child was 
pinned under it.

William Fountain, tlte man who con- 


templated suicide Wednesday evening 
and was prevented from carrying out 
his purpose by the police, wishes the 
public to know that he has something 
to say in answer to the statement 
made by his wife to a renorter for this 
paper at the police station Wednesday 
evening. 


He wishes it understood that he and 


his wife could get along together all 
right if it were not for outside med- 
dlers. 


He made a detailed statement last 


night of their life since a year ago, of 
their trip to Nebraska, where he went 
to work on a ranch, of his trip later to 
St. Joseph, Mo., where his wife had 
gone to meet a sister, end of his at- 
tempt later to find work in St Louis.

BURNS PROVE FATAL 


DMth it tin Hospital This Morning of 


Engiiwtr Charles Thompson 


Charles Thompson, the engineer who 


was scalded Monday night, as report- 
ed in this paper, died at the hospital 
this morning: at 6.30 o'clock. His case 
was known to be extremely critical 
from the nrst, and yet it was hoped 
that he would be able to pull through. 
His wife and son came from Troy the 
day after the accident, and have been 
here since. The character of the in- 
juries was described in this paper at 
the time of the accident, and it will be 
recalled that his head and face were 
terribly scalded and also a. large part 
of his body from the shoulders to the 
knees. The trouble was caused by the 
blowing out of a plug in the engine 
which he drove to push freight trains 
from the station to the west portal of 
the Hoosac tunnel, where the accident 
happened at about midnight Monday, 
after he had pushed a train up the 
grade. 


Mr. Thompson was a native of Cana- 


da, but had lived in the United States 
for some years. He was 50 years old. 
He had been an engineer for 25 years, 
and was once badly injured in a wrock 
at Athol. He was a competent and re- 
liable man and was well liked by his 
associates on the road. He had worked 
for the Pitchburg and Boston and 
ilaine roads for many years, being em- 
ployed in the Williamstown yard until 
•nine months ago, when he came to this 
city to handle the "pusher." His death 
under such circumstances is a severe 
blow to his family, which consist of a 
widow, a son and two daughters.
